Burleson Explains 


The nation thought that the wire systems of the coun­ 
try were again back in the control of their owners, the pri­ 
vate corporations, after having been under the control of 
the federal government since last August. 
I he rumblings of disaffection among employees, at­ 
taining in some instances the proportions of a strike men­ 
ace. Mr. Burleson announces, had no part in framing the 
action taken; the higher rates ordered bv Mr. Burleson are 
to remain in effect now that the action of the Postmaster 
General, in that respect, has been upheld by the supreme 
court of the nation. 
A measure of control, aimed to prevent any disturb­ 
ing disarrangements between employers and employees. 
is retained by the government and later explanations in­ 
dicate that first impressions of entire surrender of control 
were not warranted. 
Postmaster General Burleson 
has, 
perhaps, 
been 
more generally censured by the people and more roundly 
abused by the politicians for taking over the wire systems 
than for any other one of his many arbitrary acts during 
the war period. 
Federal control of utilities is not popular yet in tin* 
I nited States and the universal expressions of satisfac­ 
tion which greeted the order supposed to return the sys­ 
tems to private control seems proof enough of that fact. 
Notwithstanding that part of his first announcement 
that labor conditions did not influence his action, the prep­ 
arations for a general strike among operators immediately 
the impression became general that the government grip 
was broken, seems to have played a part in the hurried ex­ 
planation that the order was not so sweeping in its effect.
